A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above date, 
in the Council Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, Mayor 


Breidenbach. 


The minutes of meeting of March 
28th were read and approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Is there any 
citizen desiring to be heard on the 
ordinance providing for the planting 
of shade trees. If not, I declare the 
hearing closed. 


Mr. Howard Isherwood: I have de- 
posited with the City Clerk this mor- 
ning a communication in reference to 
a big convention which we are hold- 
ing in this city on April 25th, 26th 


and 27th. It will be the Supreme 
Session of the Tall Cedars of Leban- 
on of the United States. This Ses- 
sion was decided on a year ago at 
Atlantic City, and at that time it 
was agreed that Newark should have 
it provided we held a street parade 
on Wednesday, April 26th, immedi- 
ately preceding the big Ceremonial 
for the initiation of candidates, for 
which purpose we have hired the Ar- 
mory. We took up the matter with 
Commissioner Brennan to secure per- 
mission to hold this parade on Broad 
Street, but he informs us that the 
Commission adopted a resolution some 
time ago prohibiting all parades on 
Broad Street, due to the objection of 
the merchants. Due to the fact that 
this promise was made by us over a 
year ago and that it occurs on Wed- 
nesday evening, April 26th, at 7 o’- 
clock, we would like to have the Com- 
missioners give us permission to hold 
it on Broad Street, from Lincoln Park 
to Washington Place to Washington 
Street to Sussex Avenue and up Sus- 
sex Avenue to the Armory. This is 
a big affair for the City and a lot 
of the merchants are co-operating 


with us and we want to make this a 
big affair. There will be at least 
10,090 visitors here and we ask that 
this Commission give us the permis- 
sion to hold the parade on Broad 
Street. 


The communication signed by Mr. 
Isherwood relative to the plans for 
the parade was then read by the 
clerk. 


Commissioner Raymond: It is a 
very popular thing for Newark. I 
do not see that it would interfere 
very much with the merchants at 
that time. 


Commissioner Brennan: I do not 
say that it will interfere very much 
with business, but in view of the pro- 
test filed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, after a survey of Broad 
Street merchants, they say it hurts 
business. This is the third applica- 
tion that has been made for permis- 
sion to conduct. parades on Broad 
Street, one by the Boys Club, and 
one by the Junior Order United Am- 
erican Mechanics, who are to hold a 
convention. Out of 260 replies there 
were only six in favor of parades on 
Broad Street. I think if you rescind 
that resolution you should pass a 


resolution on the other two applica- 


tions. 


Commissioner Raymond: Why not 
leave it to the discretion of the Di- 
rector of Public Safety? I think we 
can leave it to his good judgment to 
decide on applications for parades to 
be held on Broad Street. 


Commissioner Gillen moved that the 
resolution adopted by this Board pro- 
hibiting parades on Broad Street be 
rescinded. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: — Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, . Mayor 
Breidenbach. 


Commissioner Gillen moved that the 
matter of permits to hold parades on 
Broad Street be left to the Director 
of Public Safety. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


_ Yeas: — Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, . Raymond, Mayor 
Breidenbach. 


Mr. Henry Hebeler, representing 
the Engineers and Building Trade 
Councils, appeared before the Board 
and urged reconsideration by the 
Board with respect to a power plant 
in the new Centre Market, stating 
the City could save from $18,000 to 
$20,000 a year in the operation of its 


_own plant. 


Mr. J. Canton, representing the Es- 
sex Trades Council also urged recon- 
sideration’ by the Board of its previ- 
ous decision on the Centre Market 
power plant and urged that it be in- 
stalled. 


Commissioner Gillen moved that 
the Board hold a publie hearing on 
the question of a power plant in the 
new Centre Market next Tuesday at 
11 A. M., and that the public be in- 
vited to attend and express their 
opinion as to whether or not this 
plant should be installed. 
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The roll bemg called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: —. Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, Mayor 
Breidenbach. 


Mr. Newton H. Porter: I repre- 
sent St. Stephen’s Church which is 
located at Clinton Avenue and Eliza- 
beth Avenue. The Assessment Com- 
missioners propose to take a corner 
there consisting of a strip 27 feet on 
Elizabeth Avenue and 27 feet on 
Clinton Avenue and about 22 feet 
across the rear of this point. The 
Assessment Commissioners asked us 
what in our judgment we considered 
the plot worth.. We had an apprais- 
al made by an expert, well qualified 
to tell us the value of land in that 
section and he placed a figure on the 
part of our property which you pro- 
pose to take for the purpose of wid- 
ening at $3,507.80. Your Board of 
Assessment Commissioners wrote us 
a letter and said damages had been 
assessed at $2,179.28, a diference of 
$1,328.02. In justice to ourselves and 
to the Commissioners, inasmuch as 
we have had this expert appraisal 
made, we feel unwilling to accept the 
amount that your Commission have 
said we are entitled to in their judg- 
ment. 


Commissioner Howe: The City ac- 
tually takes only 7 feet. Part of that 
is ‘sidewalk which you cannot build 
on. I have inspected this property 
and My. Porter is telling you what he 
believes to be a fact, but the facts 
are right here and the Church does 
not lose any of its ground except at 
the extreme end of the point. The 
benefits which will come as a result 
of this improvement will materially 


mcrease the value of the property. 
We are only taking’ 7 feet. We are 
giving them $8.00 a square foot and 
the property directly across the 
street was only recently sold for $4.00 
a square foot. 


Mr. Porter: In view of the explan- 
ation that has been made we will 
withdraw our objection and be con- 
tent with the amount the Assess- 
ment Commissioners have awarded, 


Commissioner Raymond offered the 
following resolution:

Henry Loshe, 482 Plane Street, ap- 
peared and urged the installation of 
a power plant in the new Centre Mar- 
ket. 


Mr. E. W. Wollmuth, speaking as 
an individual stated he felt the ques- 
tion of installing a power plant in 
the new Centre Market should be con- 
sidered from a business standpoint, 
and if it was found that the cost of 
installation and operation would make 
it a profitable investment and current 
provided cheaper than that obtained 
from a private company, that the 
question of policy was one that the 
Board was capable of deciding. 


Mr. Charles L. Whitfield, 384 Sum- 
mer Avenue, objected to the instal- 
lation of the power plant on the 
ground that it would not be a paying 
proposition. 


Dr. Wm. G. Hanrahan, 36-A Ful- 
ton Street, urged the installation of 
the power plant in the new Centre 
Market, stating that Cleveland, Ohio, 
through its own power plant could 
furnish current for 3c per K. W. hour, 
whereas the cost in Newark was 10c 
per K. W. hour. 


Mr. John L. O'Toole, representing 
the Public Service Electric Company, 
opposed the installation of a muni- 
cipal power plant, stating his com- 
pany was prepared to furnish current 
at cheaper rates than a municipally 
operated plant. 


Commissioner Raymond offered the 
following resolution:

the State’s census of 1905, or a popu- 
lation of 283,289, as provided, by Sec- ` 
tion Eight of the Chapter 252, of the 
Laws of 1907, entitled “An Act to Es- 
tablish a State Water Supply Com- 
mission, and to define its powers and 


duties, and the conditions under which 
waters of this State may be diverted,” 
approved June 17th, 1907; and 


WHEREAS, Said judgment entered 
in the New Jersey Supreme Court, 
Mercer County, on September 8th, 
1921, embraced the following charges 
made by the Board of Conservation 
and Development of the State of New 
Jersey against the City of Newark at 
the rate of one dollar per million gal- 
lons for water legally diverted by the 
City of Newark in excess of its ave- 
rage daily diversion of 36,241,666 gal- 
lons, on June 17th, 1907, when said 
Chapter 252 of the Laws of 1997 be- 
came effective; to wit:

WHEREAS, The Court of Errors 
and Appeals in its opinion sustained 
the validity of Chapter 252 of the 
Laws of 1907 as not being repugnant 
to the Constitution of the United 
States; and : 


WHEREAS, This Commission has 
been advised by the Corporation 
Counsel that the question of the vest- 
ed rights of the City of Newark in 
its Pequannock Water supply presents 
a legal question which should be re- 
viewed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, 
That the Corporation Counsel of the

they had so completed their develop- 
ment, they have shown a disposition 
to share that water beyond their im- 
mediate needs with neighboring mu- 
nicipalities; then the Legislature 
comes along under an Act of 1907 
That tri-

already amounts to $18,000 to $19,- 
000. I say we should not permit this 
to go any further.

Dear Mr. Secretary: 


Under the present rules the River 
and Harbor appropriation is adopted 
as an item in the Army Bill. This 
bill as it recently passed the House 
carried $42,815,661 for maintenance 
and improvement of work on projects 
heretofore adopted by Acts of Con- 
gress. The House decided, by a three- 
to-one vote, to substitute the carefully 
considered estimates of the Chief En- 
gineers, for a lump sum of $27,000,000 
suggested by the Director of the 
Budget; as to which he is reported 
to have said at a hearing that he was 
without personal knowledge and that 
the underlying items had not been 
considered in detail. The opinion of 
the House was expressed by Con- 
gressman Mann, of Chicago, in his 
remark that an intelligent estimate 
should be preferred to an unintelli- 
gent one. 


While the amount allowed by the 
House in the pending bill is above 
the Budget estimate it may fall be- 
low the amount available during the 
past year, because the balances car- 
ried over from the war years have 
now been almost exhausted. It is good 
business to finish approved work on 
schedule time. As regards eastern. 
projects, we think that this item 
should be enacted as it stands. Much 
important work, notably that upon 
Pollock Rip Shoals, the East and Hud- 
son Rivers, N. Y., Staten Island 


' Sound, the Delaware River, the Ches- 
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apeake and Delaware Canal, the Har- 
bors at Wilmington, Del., Baltimore 
and Norfolk; the Norfolk to Beaufort 
Waterway, the Harbors at Wilming- 
ton, N. C., Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick, Jacksonville, Miami and 
Key West, will lag behind unless the 
engineer's estimates are now made 
available. We think that it would be 
helpful, and in the public interest, if 
you would communicate with your 
two Senators, and with any other 
members of the Senate whom you 
may care to approach, informing 


them of your desire to have the Riv- 


er and Harbor item in the House 
Army Bill approved by the Senate in 
its present form.

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City Clerk, to such persons of good 
moral character and otherwise quali- 


fied according to the provisions of 


this ordinance, and such rules and 
regulations as he may promulgate as 
in his discretion he shall deem fit and 
proper, to manufacture or sell malt or 
brewed liquors or any other liquid of 
which distilled or ardent spirits or 
spirituous liquors forrn a component 
part, used or to be used for beverage 
purposes. l 


Section 2. All such licenses is- 
sued as aforesaid shall not be issued 
for a longer term than one year, and 
the annual license fee is hereby fixed 
in the sum of Two Hundred Dollars 
($200.) where the liquids described in 
Section 1 are to be drunk upon the 
premises and twenty-five ($25.) dol- 
lars where the liquids described in 
Section 1 are to be drunk off the 
premises. Such licensing official may, 
in his discretion, issue such licenses 
for a shorter period than one year, 
and charge therefor such proportion 
of the annual feee as the time for 
which such license is issued bears to 
the total fee. The fee for a transfer 
of license from place to place or from 
person to person is hereby fixed in the 
sum of one hundred dollars ($100.) 
for each transfer. 


Section 3. No person shall manu- 
facture or sell any of the liquids de- 
scribed in Section 1, unless he shall 
first procure a license so to do; pro- 
vided, however, that this section shall 
not apply to duly registered pharma- 
cists having a fixed place of business 
and selling therein any of the afore- 
said liquids, spirits or spirituous li- 
quors which shall be compounded, 
used and approved for medicine, in 
accordance with law. , 


Section 4. The word “person” as 
employed in this ordinance shall in- 
clude associations, co-partnerships 
and incorporated companies. 


Section 5, All licenses issued as 
aforesaid shal! bear date of issue, the 
name of the person to whom issued, 
the person for which it shall be is- 
sued and the location of the place 
wherein the license is authorized to 
carry on and conduct his said busi- 
ness. Such license shall not be trans- 
ferable or valid to authorize the li- 
cense to carry on or conduct such bus- 
iness in any place or location other 
than that set forth and described in 
such license, but the Director of the 
Department having control of the Li- 
cense Division, may, in his discretion, 
subsequent to the issuing of said li- 
cense, amend the same by changing 
the location of the place wherein the 
licensee may conduct his business, 
whenever the licensee shall remove 
his place of business to any location 
other than that originally set forth 
in the license. 


Section 6. The Director of the De- 
partment having control and super- 
vision of the License Division shall. 
have the power to suspend or revoke 
the license herein provided for, when- 
ever he shall determine that there is 
reasonable ground for so doing. Before 
revoking such license he shall cause a 
notice in writing to be served upon 
the person named in said license cit- 
ing him to appear before said Direc- 
tor at such time and place as the lat- 
ter may designate, at which time and 
place such person shall be afforded a 
hearing and interpose his objections 
and defense prior to the taking of 
final action by said Director, provided 
however, that pending the time of the 
hearing the Director may suspend 
said license. 
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Section 7. No person whose license 
shall have been revoked or suspended 
shall conduct the business which he 
was licensed’to pursure unless such 
suspension be revoked or a new li- 
cense issued. 


Section 8. The Director having su- 
pervision and control of the License 
Division is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to promulgate such rules 
regulating the manufacture or sale 
of the liquids described in Section 1 
as he may deem desirable and neces- 
sary, copies of which rules shall be 
served upon the licensee or their 
agents. 


Section 9, No license shall be 
granted to any person who is not a 
citizen of the United States and been 
a resident of the City of Newark for 
at least one year next prior to mak- 
ing application as herein provided for, 
or to any person who has been con- 
victed of a violation of the National 
Prohibition Act or of any law of the 
State of New Jersey relating to the 
sale of intoxicating liquors. 

Section 10. If any section, para- 
graph, subdivision, clause or provi- 
sion of this ordinance shall be ad- 
judged invalid, such adjudication shall 
apply only to the section, paragraph, 
subdivision, clause or provision so ad- 
judged, and the rest of this ordinance 
shall remain valid and effective. 


Section 11. Wherever the words 
“malt or brewed liquors” or “liquid 
of which distilled or ardent spirits” 
or “spirituous liquors form a compon- 
ent part” are used in this ordinance, 
they shall each be construed to mean 
malt or brewed liquors, or any liquid 
of which distilled or ardent spirits or 
spirituous liquors form a component 


part, containing less than one-half of 
one per centum of alcohol, by volume, 
and which are used or are to be used 
for beverage purposes. 


Section 12. AIl ordinances and 
parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
this ordinance be and the same are 
hereby repealed, and this ordinance 
shall take effect immediately.

Dr. William Buermann, represent- 
ing the Clinton Hill Improvement As- 
sociation:—I want to bring to your 
attention the diverting of a new car 
line on Clinton Avenue to Bergen 
Street, thence south on Bergen Street. 
Under the proposed re-routing the 
Publie Service is to begin on May ist 
this new line will come from down- 
town, I think it is the Harrison Line, 
up Clinton Avenue to Bergen Street, 
thence south. At the present time 
we have one car line turning to the 
north at this point. Here is another 
car line going to the south. If this 
new route is permitted it is going to 
create a very dangerous traffie point 
for life and property. Some years 
ago we all recall what a time we had 
with cars turning at Market and 
Broad Streets, and you can picture 
what will happen at Clinton Avenue 
and Bergen Street, not considering 
the loss of time that will occur from 
the cars stopping to turn the switch- 
es. With two car lines turning in 
opposite directions at this point you 
can readily see what an enormous tie 
up of traffic will take place. The 
question is who has jurisdiction over 
this matter. We were in communica- 
tion with the Publie Utility Commis- 
sion and we were told they had no 
jurisdiction whatsoever in the matter. 
We would like to know who has juris- 
diction in this matter so that we may

file a protest. The people in that 
section are emphatic in their objec- 
tion to this proposed re-routing. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton:— 
I think the City has some jurisdiction. 
Just how far it goes I am not pre- 
pared to say. Under the old fran- 
chises granted, there was outlined the 
route each line would take. Most of 
them have been changed from time 
to time. How it was done I am not 
prepared to say, but the Publie Util- 
ity Commission in my opinion has 
certain jurisdiction. Under the stat- 
ute one of their duties is to see that 
we get adequate service. I think 
without a doubt we have quite some 
jurisdiction. 


Dr. Wm. G. Hanrahan, 36-A Fulton- 


Street:—I want to reiterate what Dr. 
Buermann has said, Here is a matter 
‘of great concern to the citizens with 
no opportunity given them to protest. 
Four routes are to be re-established 
on four lines and only one week’s no- 
tice printed in the newspapers, and 
- without any opportunity for citizens 
to protest. I think some means should 
be established to give an opportunity 
to protest this re-routing, and at 
least thirty days notice given.

W. Gehin, 786 Broad 
Street:—I come here as the repre- 
sentative of 25,000 Junior citizens— 
boys. You will perhaps recall that 
Newark has been doing a whole lot 
to further the interests of the un- 
privileged boy. I am glad‘to say that 
we have a reputation all over the 
country for doing more for boys who 
need help than any other city. Last 
year we had a parade and had 17,000 
in line. Ever since last May we have 
been drilling these boys and telling 
them they were to have another pa- 
rade the first Saturday in May this 
year. Of course we agree that pa- 
rades should be eliminated from 
Broad Street, but we claim the boys 
parade is entirely different from any 
other. There is no class, color, re- 
ligion or creed or anything, except 
our desire to do something for boys 
who cannot do something for them- 
selves. We think Broad Street be- 
longs not to Broad Street merchants, 


but to everybody in general. We _ 


think most of the restrictions cover- 
ing traffic on Broad Street have 
some particular object, usually safety. 
It is not a question of safety in tak- 
ing this parade off Broad Street, 
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merely that the merchants do not 
want to lose business on Saturday af- 
ternoon. I think if a canvas were 
taken of Broad Street merchants in 
general there would be an overwhelm- 
ing majority in favor of allowing the 
boys to parade on Broad Street. We 
have been put to the necessity of hav- 
ing the parade on High Street which 
is far worse. There are seven hos- 
pitals on High Street and these pa- 
tients certainly would be disturbed 
with the bands playing. 


Mr. L. S. Plaut of the Retail Mer- 
chants Section of the Chamber of 
Commerce stated parades on Broad 
Street during business hours were a 
serious menace to business and that 
his Committee were opposed to mak- 
ing any exceptions or amendment to 
the resolution as adopted by the 
Board two weeks ago . 


Mr. ‘Matthias Ludlow of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce stated he agreed 
that parades on Broad Street were a 
serious interruption to business, but 
felt that an exception should be made 
in the case of the boys parade and 
suggested that May 6th be declared 
a half holiday in order that the boys 
may parade. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton 
stated that Saturday afternoon is a 
Legal Holiday throughout the State.
